THE TEN SERVICES, FORMING VOL. I.

I. FARRANT, in D.— Te Deum, Jubilate, Magnificat, and 

Nunc dimittis. 

*** This is a short Service for four voices, Full throughout, 
without repetition of the words. It is copied from the books of the 
Chapel Royal at St. James's. It is a very early specimen of the use 
of the Jubilate, which was not usually set in Farrant's time ; 
but internal evidence leaves little doubt but that the music was 
composed by Farrant. 

II. The Rev. R. CREYGHTON, in B flat.— Te Deum, 
Jubilate, Magnificat, and Nunc dimittis. 

*»* This Service is taken from the choir books at Wells. It is 
short and easy, and well suited for common use in a Cathedral. 
It appears to combine all that melodious sweetness which Dr. 
Creyghton is so justly admired for, without any of the difficult and 
crabbed passages which occur in his celebrated Service in E flat, 
which is so well known. 

IIL THOMAS KEMPTON, in B flat.— Te Deum, Jubilate, 
Magnificat, and Nunc dimittis. 

*»* This Service is simple and plain ; without much pretension 
to depth andabstruseness of composition, it is yetonewhich generally 
pleases, and has been much employed at Cambridge, whence this 
copy was taken. 

IV. Doctor CHILDE, in A.— Te Deum, Jubilate, Kyrie 
eleeson, Sanctus, Nicene Creed, Magnificat, and Nunc 
dimittis. 

*»" This Service is taken from the books at St. George's Chapel, 
at Windsor; and although it exhibits several instances of those 
strange and unexpected effects which Dr. Childe loved so much to 
indulge in, yet it is one of his best Services, and is by many held in 
high esteem. 

V. KELWAY, in G minor. — Magnificat and Nunc dimittis. 
*»* This is extracted from the collection at Chichester Cathedral, 

M which Kelway was Organist, from a copy in his own handwriting. 

Ine character of the Service is strongly marked, and resembles that 
or his well-known Evening Service in B minor.

*k* This is rather an elaborate composition : it shews a great 
fertility of invention, and proves its Author to have been a great 
master of the resources of counterpoint. 

ROGERS, in E minor.— Te Deum, Jubilate, Kyrie 
eleeson, Sanctus, Creed, Magnificat, and Nunc dimittis. 

*»* This Service is very little known. I do not believe a com- 
plete set of single parts exists in any of our Cathedrals j but I have 
succeeded in collecting the different voice parts from various 
quarters— all but the 2nd Treble in the verses, which I have 
attempted to supply, to the best of my ability, in default of 
a copy. — Ed. 

X. ROGERS, in F major.— Te Deum, Jubilate, Magnificat, 
and Nunc dimittis. 

*** This is a very pleasing Service of Dr. Rogers, and reminds 
one, in style, of his favorite one in D. It has only to be known to 
be appreciated. It is taken from the books at St. George's Chapel,
